REMARKS

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V. SUMMARY OF CLAIMED SUBJECT MATTER 



Referring to Figures 2, 5 and 10 and to independent claims 1 and 9, a method for use in a 
network system is disclosed. In S1004, S1005, host computer profile information relating to 
individual users of the host computer is stored, the profile information for a first user and a 
second user identifies host applications that the first user and the second user, respectively, are 
permitted to execute (paragraphs [0034], [0074] of Appellant's disclosure). In S1006, in 
response to a request from the first user identifying a list of one or more applications that the first 
user is permitted to execute, the list is stored in the profile of the second user, and the second 
user is permitted to execute the applications in the list under control of the first user (lines 9-15 
of paragraph [0020]; paragraph [0035]; lines 6-14 of paragraph [0077]). 

Referring to Figures 2, 5, and 10 and to independent claim 5, a host computer for use in a 
network system is disclosed. The host computer includes storing means 550 (lines 1-3 of 
paragraph [0051]) and responding to request means 560 (lines 1-5 of paragraph [0053]). The 
storing means 550 stores profile information relating to individual users of the host computer 230 
(lines 1-3 of paragraph [0051]). The profile information is for a first user and a second user and 
identifies host applications that the first user and the second user, respectively, are permitted to 
execute (paragraphs [0034], [0074]). The request means 560 responds to a request from the first 
user identifying a list of one or more applications that the first user is permitted to execute for 
storing the list in the profile of the second user (paragraph [0076]). The second user is permitted 
to execute the applications in the list under control of the first user (lines 9-15 of paragraph 
[0020]; paragraph [0035]; lines 6-14 of paragraph [0077]).
